In many cases these errors of 


vision are combined. In such cases 
the Optometrist prescribes a lense 
that corrects all the errors. 


These leases are called compound 


lenses and they neutralize or cor- 
rect the combined errors of vision, 
which Is a delicate and important 
undertaking.
